When | 
it is considered that at the date of the Gold Com- 
missioner’s dispatch the great bulk of the miners 
were waiting for the watcr to. asspage before 
they could commences operations, and when, in 
connection with the lateness of the season, it is} 
remembered that provisions and all the necessary 
appliances for mining operations were both scarce | 
and held at exhorbitant prices, the amount of 
permanent work done and the high yield of some | 
of the claims at that period being worked is mat- | 
ter of surprise, while the report, as a whole; 
“qwould appear to justify the donclusion that our, 
southern gold fields will fall little if any behind; 
@ariboo this year in point jof productiveness:: 
There is one feature in these new mines which; 
renders them very much more attractive thay 
those of Cariboo. In the former/every man can 
mine on-his own account, éven should his’ avail- 
able capital belimited to the price of a pick, a 
sliovel, a rocker, and a few days’ ‘‘gruby” whereas, 
in the latter diggings, it is an expenstve and tedi* 
ous operation to reach the bed-rock ; nor is Te 
maneration always certain.. |It would now ap 
pear to be quite beyond a doubt that a range of 
country extending from 200 to 300 miles north 
of Kootenay proper, is every where rich with gold, 
affording ample scope for a mining population of 
from 80,000 to 100,000 persons. It is a notice- 
able coincidence that while a Cariboo claim hold- 
er returned from the Big -Bend country to dis- 
pose of his interest on Williams Creek at any 
sacrifice, in order to concentrate his means and 
his-energies upon the more:attraetive diggings 
of that newly discovered gold field, Mr. Carngs 
mades his appearance simultaneously on Wild 
‘Horse Creek fora similar purpose. It must be 
confessed that the feeling of satisfaction conse- 
quent wpon.the discovery of rich diggings in the 
Kootenay country was considerably modified by 
the reficetion that much of the trade would prob- 
ably fallinto the hands of a foreign neighbor, 
thereby materially lessening the importance of 
that new gold field tothis colony, It is gratifying 
to know, however, that public opinion is rapidly 
becoming reassured upon this point. The dis- 
covery, by Mr. Dewdney, of a favorable route for 
a trail, with the prospect of that trail being im- 
mediately thrown open to trade, when taken 
in connection; with the fact that there are at 
the present moment little less than 800 pack ani- 
mals employéd in pushing supplies throngh from 
Hope, would seem to justify the belief that onr 
own enterprising merchants arid packers will yet 
succeed in coutrolling the trade of Kootenay. 
So far as the trade of that great country just 
opening its golden portals, extending northward 
from Wild Horse Creek, is concerned there need 
be no misgivings at all. With steam coment) 
cation from the foot of Lake Kamloops to. with- 
in 40 miles of the Columbia River, we shall be 
able to establish a depot in‘ the very heart | of | 


these gold fields which will ensure an abundant 
supply of provisions at bower rates than at pfe- 
sent prevail on Williams Creek, placing anything 
»like competition from Oregon altogether out of 
’ the question. In what direction soever we look 
the prospects of the colony were never as bright 
as they are at the present moment. With Cari- | 
boo for our right bower and Kootenay for , our 
left, with a range of 300 miles extending between 
these two extremes, and promising to be more 
prolific than either, with a Government’ which, 
while guarding with maternal solicitude thé in- 
terests of the old established gold fields, is ‘ever 
on the alert to second every new enterprise and 
turn to good account every fresh opening, it ou- 
ly remains for the people to put forth their hand 
with s reasonable amount of energy and. self-re- 
liance to pluck the golden frait which a bdunti- 
ful Providence bas placed before them.
